The executive board will correspond with the 
honorary members so named in the different states soncerning 
the work of women as it relates to the Exposition,and it 
is believed much can be done through this board to further 
the many branches of work done in which women are now 
engaged in our country. 

I shall be gratified if your Excellency will give 

this your earliest possible attention in order that proper 
commissions may be issued to such persons an you may be 
good eneugh to designate." 


The secretary was then requested to read 
the letter addressed by the Director-General to each of the 
honorary members,with her commission. 

This letter was as follows ;- 


"Dear Madam ;- 

Desiring to extend and broaden the scope and 
usefulness of the board of women managers,provided for by 
the charter of the Pan-American Exposition, the board of 
directors at a recent meeting, passed a resolution creating 
honorary members of the board of women managers,to be 
limited to two members from each state and territory,to be 

| commissioned upon the recommendation of the Governor of such 
state or territory. 

In compliance with said resolution I had the honor 
to address his Excellency Governor ——--~- —-,asking him to do 

j the Exposition the honor to designate the said two honorary 
members of the board of women managers to be appointed from 
his state. 

In reply, the Governor has favored us by transmit— 
ting your name as one of the honorary members and I now have 
the pleasure to enclose herewith your commission as an honor— 
ary member of the board of women managers of the Pan-American 
Exposition.
